Henry Gibson Victim of Rifle 
Bullet When He Tussled 
for the Gun, 


MOTHER. IS PROSTRATED 
AND MAY NOT RECOVER 


“I Don’t Think It Is Loaded,” 
Said Elder Brother as He 
Picked Up Rifle — Shooting 
Entirely Accidental, Says the 
Coroner—Brother Arrested 
and Released. 


The bullet which W. E. Gibson, 16 
years old, accidentally fired through 
the brain of his brother, Henry H. 
Gibson, at their home, 76 Tennille 
street, yesterday afternoon, has broken 
the heart of the aged mother of the 
boys, and the affray may end in a dual 
tragedy. The gray-haired old woman 
is prostrated by the shock of the shoot- 
ing and refuses to be consoled. The 
physicians do not believe that she will 
survive. 

“I can’t live without my dear boy,” 
she said yesterday afternoon to a group 
of sympathetic neighbors from. the 
mill district who came to offer her 
consolation. “He was the best beloved 
of all, and to have him snatched away 
like that is too much for my poor 
broken heart.” 

The shooting occurred about 2:45 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, and ac- 
cording to the statements ofgwitnesses 
examined by Detectives McGill and Gil- 
lespie, it was accidental. The boys had 
stopped work in the wood and coal 
yard operated by their father, William 
-B. Gibson. and had secreted them- 
selves in the second room of the little 
cottage to clean a 22-caliber Winches- 
ter rifle. The weapon had been in the 
house. several years, and had lain un- 
disturbed behind one of the beds in the 
house, 

Didn't Think It Loaded. 

“IT don’t think it is loaded,’ Henry 
remarked to his brother. “Better let 
me clean it. You can’t tell about these 
things.” 

William handed the weapon to his 
brother. but before he relaxed his grip 
he decided to see for himself if there 
was a loaded shell in it. Henry turned 
to the door. and when he faced his 
brother again and reached out after the 
gun it exploded. 

The bullet struck him in the nose, 
and passed through the brain. Henry 
fell to the floor groaning in agony. 
His brother stopped only for an instant, 
and then ran to call the hospital. When 
the Grady ambulance reached the scene 
Henry was dying, and before reaching 
the hospital he passed away. 

Brother Is Released. 

The detectives arrested William and 
carried him to headquarters to the in- 
vestigation which Coroner Donehoo 
ordered. The statement made by Al- 
bert Gibson, a younger brother who 
was in the room, made it plain that the 
killing was accidental, and the inquest 
Was abandoned. Chief of Police Beav- 
@rs ordered Gibson released, and he 
returned to his home. 

“Tt don’t Know exactly how it happen- 
ed,"’ he said making a statement of the 
affray. “We went into the room to 
clean the rifle, and did not know that 
it was loaded. Henry turned away for 
an instant, and when he faced me again 
I turned the gun over to him. Then 
it went off and killed him. God knows 
that it was accidental.”’ 

The shooting of her youngest and the 
arrest of her eldest was too much for 
Mrs. Maggie B. Gibson, the mother, 
and last night she was prostrated by 
the affray. It is not believed that she 
will live. 

Both boys have splendid reputations 
in the neighborhood. They worked 
with their father in the wood and coal 
yard, and it was through them that a 
rather prosperous business was built 


The body was not removed from the 
house. The funeral will be held Fri- 
day afternoon.

The 26 Baltimore Delegates In-

Eight of the District Delegates 
Are for Wilson, but State 
Convention Bound Them by 
the Unit Rule to Vote for the 
Speaker. 


Burlington, Iowa, May 16.—The Iowa 
state democratic convention today in- 
structed the twenty-six delegates to 
the national] convention to vote for 
Champ Clark under the unit rule. The 
Clark forces wom a victory over the 
Wilson supporters by a vote of 638% 
to 387%. 

The Wilson adherents made a fight 
to prevent the application of the unit 
rule to the national delegates, and 
were supported by many friends of 
Bryan and friends of Harmon. 

Thirty-two delegates wil] go to Bal- 
timore from Iowa in June, although 
the state has but 26 votes in the con- 
vention. Eight delegates-at-large were 
chosen, with half a vote each, and 
twenty-four district delegates, with 22 
votes, were named. 

Eight of the delegates chosen were 
Wilson followers, but under the in- 
structions given, will be required to 
vote for Clark. 

The convention adopted a platform 
declaring for the enomination of all 
public officers by direct vote, includ- 
ing the president.

Chicago, May 16.—James A. Patten 
tonignt received credit from market 
reporters for making Chicago soard 
of Trade prices take one of the most 
remarkable sommersaults on record: 
Cereals fell nearly 5 cents a bushel, 
and packing house products almost a 
dollar a barrel. 

That Patten designed such an upset 
of quotations ag took place here today 
forall kinds of grainand provisions, 
no person asserts. It was stated, how- 
ever, that a gigantic selling movement, 
which got beyond all control today, 
had its start in his judgement and ac- 
tion regarding the wheat market. 

The firm with which Mr. Patten is 
connected is estimated this evening to 
have sold upward of 5,000,000 bushels 
of wheat within the last forty-eight 
hours. About a quarter of this was 
said to have been for Mr. Patten’s per- 
sonal account, with some portion of the 
total at a loss. All of his own sales 
were said to have bee ncompleted yes- 
terday, but the imeptus said to have 
been given thereby had a cumulative ef- 
fect which, through the system of stop- 
less orders tn vogue in the option 
method of trading, finally toppled over 
not only the wheat nmiarket, but val- 
ves also of corn, oats and other spec- 
ulative articles, notably pork.

HUNDREDS OF FUGITIVES 
DIED FOR LACK OF WATER 


Huerta Is Pushing North 
With the Federals and In- 
tends to Attack the Rebel 
Forces in Their Last 
Stronghold—Rebels Aban- 
don Dynamite. 


At General Huerta’s Headquarters, 
Near Yermo, Mexico, May 16.—<At 10:20 
p. m., under the glare of a blazing sun, 
the federal army pushed its way 
northward for ten miles today, pick- 
ing up at every hundred yards or 
more bodies of rebels killed in last 
Sunday’s engagement. 

Scores of dead dotted the desert 
plains. Many starving rebels, separat- 
ed from the main column on the re- 
treat, staggered into the federal camp, 
half crazed from thirst and hunger. 

They tell stories of terrible suffer- 
ing and privation and declare that 
hundreds of insurrectos on the retreat 


/left their officers and scattered over 


the desert. Many, it is feared, died 
on the barren mesas unable to obtain 
food or water. , 


Advance Guard Near Rebels. 


After repairing many bridges and 
the telegraph lines, General Huerta ar- 
rived here today. Last night General 
Tellez took the federal advance guard 
north. They are believed to be near 
Ceballos, about twenty miles south of 
the rebel forces at Rellano. 

General Huerta burned hundreds of 
boxes of dynamite and exploded near- 
ly 500 bombs captured from the rebels 
at Conejos on Sunday. 

‘The prisoners tell me that many 
rebels have deserted,” said General 
Huerta. “I intend to move north to- 
morrow, though progress ig slow on 
— of the condition of the rail- 
road. 


Rebels Await Attack. 


. Juarez, Mex., May 16.—No dispatches | 


were received here from the rebe! front 
tonight. It was reported that the 
wires were cut south of Chihuahua. 
Early advices indicated that the rebels 
are well fortified at Rellano and Esca- 
lon and would await the federal attack. 

The condition of Gonzalo Enrile, one 
of Orozco’s chief advisers, who was 
stabbed two days ago, tonight was re- 
ported serious. Advices from the hos- 
pital at Chihuahua, where he is con- 
fined, say blood poisoning has devel- 
oped. 

West Coast Rebels Subdued. 

Mazatlan, Mex., (via Tuscon, Ariz.), 
May 16.—That the government has the 
revolution on the west coast of Mex- 
ico in hand, at least temporarily, was 
indicated today by the arrival here of 
a Southern Pacific train for the north, 
raising the traffic blockade that has 
been in effect for more than a month. 
It was said today that more than $1,- 
000,000 in currency was burned here 
recently to keep it from falling into 
the hands of looters.

President Says He Already 
Has Enough Votes to Nom- 
inate Him at Chicago. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 16.—Replying 
to the claims of Theodore Roosevelt 
that he had 522 delegates to the re- 
publican national convention, President 
Taft today, in ae public statement,” 
pointed out that Roosevelt had only 
309 delegates, and for the first \time 
admitted that the result of the pri- 
maries in Ohio will settle the ques- 
tion of the republican nomination. 

What Taft Claima, 

The statement, follows: 

“Only 188 delegates to the Chicago 
convention remain to be chosen. If 
Theodore Roosevelt were to get all 
of them, yet he could not be nomi- 
nated. Carefully prepared figures show 
that only 309 delegates thus far are 
instructed for or pledged to him, and 
the talk of real and genuine contests 
against delegates who are instructed 
for me is as unsustained by the facts 
as many of the misleading issues which 
have been injected into this campaign. 

“The humber of Taft delegates thus 
far chosen, not counting tthe eight 
from Montana and a number from 
Texas and Arkansas which will be 
elected today, is 520, and the vote in 
Ohio, my home state, much to my grat- 
ification, will be the decisive one and 
will settled the question of the nomi- 
nation, 

“The Chicago convention will be or- 
ganized by the friends of constitutional] 
government and the success of that 
great cause noW seems assured.” 

Taft on Roosevelt. 

“Tl would not be here to bother you 
tonight if it did mot concern the 
American people more than it does me 
to defeat Theodore Roosevelt. for the 
presidency.” 

That was the way President Taft in- 
troduced his  eriticism of Colonel 
Roosevelt here tonight. 

“If it. were a purely personal mat- 
ter with me,” he continued, “I would 
be content to abide by the verdict of 
time and would remain in the white 
house silent under his misstatements 
and attacks upon me. But more than 
my own feelings in the matter is at 
stake. sit is of supreme importance to 
the American people.”’

“T have gone over this table in mi- 
nute detail,’ said Colonel Roosevelt, 
“and I consider it a guarded under- 
estimate of our strength.”

And Maintain the Price of Cof- 
fee for the Bénefit of Brazil- 
ian Planters and American 
and European Dealers---Pier- 
pont Morgan and New York 
Banks in the Deal. 


Washington, May 16.—The first illus- 
tration of the activities of the so-called 
money trust given to the house investi- 
gating committee today was testimony 
that three New York banking Institu- 
| tions—the National City Bank, J. Pier- 
' pont Morgan & Co., and the First Na- 
| tional bank—sent financial assistance 
_ to the government of Brazil to limit 
| the output of coffee and maintain 
prices at a profitable figure for the 
benefit of Brazilian planters and 
American and European coffee dealers, 

This testimony came from Herman 
Sielcken, of the New York firm of 
Crossman & Sielcken, large dealers in 
green coffée. 

Witness Mildly Excited. 

Mr. Sielcken was on the stand more 
than three hours, and his testimony 
was the first oral information given 
to the committee. He attributed to 
the National City bank a patriotic mo- 
tive for its investment. He regarded 
the loan by the bank as of great benc- 
fit to the United States and said the 
bank made the loan.reluctantly, to ex- 
ploit American trade with South 
America. 

Mr. Sielcken was mildly excited at 
severa] points of his testimony: He 
questioned the propriety of the com- 
mittee going into Brazil's affairs and, 
as for his own participation, chal- 
lenged the attorney general of the 
United States and all the attorneys of 
the country to discover any illegality 
in his actiong as a coffee merchant. 

The witness said that unless some- 
thing uad been done t» help the plant- 
ers of Brazil there might have been a 
revolution. The price of coffee had 
gone so low because of over-production 
that the Brazilian government encour- 
aged planters to diversify their crops. 
He said that while a tax had been put 
onthe planting of coffee, the Brazilian 
government and the state of Sao Paulo 
had not tried to prohibit the planting. 

Untermeyer Quizzes Witness. 

“Which would have been the worst, 
revolution in Sao Paulo, or for the con- 
sumers of this country to pay much 
more for .all of their coffee?’ asked 
Samuel Untermeyer, counse] for tne 
committee.

Baton Rouge, La., May 16.—Governor 
Sanders today sent a special message 
to the Louisiana general assembly, 
reciting the disaster which has been 
visited upon a large sgection of the 
state by the Mississippi flood waters 
and recommending that the tax of 1912 
on real estate and personal property 
in the inundated territory be remitted. 

The governor says there will possri- 
bly be one hundred thousand people 
more or less destitute who will need 
assistance in the way of rations or a 
means to earn a livelihood. 

The resources of the state and of 
the several levee districts in-the state 
have -been taxed to the utmost and 
the citizens of Louisiana and of other 
states have responded most generously 
in material contributions for the relict 
work. 

As a further means of giving aid to 
the people in the flooded area the 
governor recommends that a fund be 
provided for the purchase and distri- 
bution of seed to the farmers whose 
crops have been destroyed.

It was shown that 
that in eight leading southern cities—Atlanta, Nashville, Knoxville, 
Memphis, New Orleans, Birmingham, Charleston and Richmond— 
the death roll of infants for 1910 reached 3,716, twice as many vic- 
tims as were claimed by the Titanic disaster. When it is said that 44 
per cent of these deaths were traceable to bad air and bad food, 
the extent of human culpability begins to appear in its true di- 
mensions. It is probable, also, that a considerable’ portion of these 
deaths were attributable to.ignorance or neglect in other phases. 
It is safe, therefore, to assume that this mortality list could have 
been reduced fifty per cent, if not more. / ! 

If such conditions prevail in cities, assumedly. with all the 
advantages: of modern sanitation, food and milk inspection, educa- 
tion and hygiene, what must be the situation in the rural districts, 
as yet only remotely touched by the gospel of twentieth century 
health conservation?

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Insane Criticism 
of Leader Underwood 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

A certain phase of political insanity 
this vear seems to be quite violent. 
To continue to war upon a candidate 
after the primary, whether he is suc- 
cessful or unsuccessful, shows @ des- 
picable spirit. The limits to Which 
some of the oposition to Underwood 
have gone in Georgia amounts to a 
crime. 

In another column on this 
print a statement from the house lead- 
er which shows that some of those 
who severely criticise his vote on the 
amendment to the constitution to elect 
senators by the people, as amended 
by Bristow, did the same thing in 
effect twelve years ago. 

The Telegraph is opposed to the elec- 
tion of senators by the people, with 
or without the Bristow amendment, 
because it strikes at the root of our 
system of government. Mr. Underwood 
is simply in accord with practically 
all of the politicians of both political 
parties. The Bristow amendment does 
not mean now what it would have 
meant thirty-five years ago. The ne- 
groes are not voting now as they did 
in those days—that menace is gone 
forever; and, further, sentiment at the 
north has undergone a_e revolution, 
there is no disposition there to put 
black heels on white necKs any more, 
There will never be any soldiers or 
United States marshals at hte polls;

The two lodges have also appointed 
Isadore Springer, J. Jacobs, Leon Ep- 
lan and H, Lichtenstein a committee to 
enlist the support of the friends of 
immigration against the passage of 
this measure. e 

The resolutions object to the. re- 
quirement of a literacy test in the Dill- 
ingham and Burnett bills, and to the 
requirement of the possession of a cer- 
tificate of identity in the Dillingham 
bill, and declare: 

“These measures are so un-American 
in spirit, so inhuman in its effect as to 
practically megn the closing of the 
gates of America in the faces of those 
worthy immigrants who seek shelter 
in the United States from religious and 
political persecution.” 

The resolutions further declare that 
such legislation will seriously hamper 
the proper development of the country 
and retard its commercial progress; 
and they, therefare, protest against the 
passage of these measures and earn- 
estly appeal to Georgia’s representa- 
tives in congress to use every legiti- 
mate means to accomplish their defeat.

“Yes, I’ve got a dog,” would be the 
reply, “but you know that tax has 
been lifted.” 

Questioning would elicit the fact that 
the decision of the court was the basis 
of the belief. 

“It's queer how many people read 
that story,” said Tax Recéiver Armi- 
stead; “but they forgot to remember 
that the dog tax is a special tax and 
that it is not based on a rate of valua- 
tion. The $100 dog goes in for $1, 
and the mongrel pup goes in for $1. 
There is no discrimination.” 

Time Expires Soon. 

It is almost time for the tax books 
to close, and people had better be in 
a hurry to make thei: returns, cautions 
the tax receiver. 

“The rush will be something terrible 
at the last if they don’t come in now,” 
explained the tax receiver, “and if they 
will just consider for a minute that 
the rush means long waiting, and re- 
member the added fact that it will 
be very hot and close and that these 
quarters are none too karge, they will 
for their own comfort and convenience 
come in at once.” 

Only 9,000 have been received 8o far, 
which means that approximately 28,000 
returns must still be made. And there 
is but a short time in which to do it.

CONSERVATION OF HEALTH | 
IS DISCUSSED BY SLATON 


- 


Augusta, May 16.—(Special.)—At sia 
annual commencement and graduation 
exercises of the Augusta Medical Col- | 
lege, now a branch of the state uni- | 
versity. the address was delivered by 
Hon. John M. Slaton, president of the 
state senate and candidate for gouv- 
ernor, 

Mr. Slaton spoke of the conserva- 
tion of life and health and the splen- 
did work of the physician in this di- 
rection. Illustrating the apathy which 
has long prevailed with regard to 
health and sanitary problems, Mr. Sla- 
ton said: 

“When the great White Star liner 
Titanic went down carrying more than 
1.290 persons to watery graves and 
causing a property loss of twenty 
m-llions, the world stood aghast, na- 
tions were horrified; and yet in the 
United States alone, according to the 
best statistical authority, of the 1,500,- 
000 deaths and 3,000,000 cases of sick- 
ness every year, 42 per cent are pre- 
ventable. In my home city of. Atlanta 
alone, as reported by the city bacte- 
riologist, 1,341 of the 2,999 persons 
who died last year ougnt to be alive 
and well today. Here is the equiva- 
lent of a. Titanic disaster every year, 
which we can and should prevent.” 

Mr. Slaton pointed out that from tu- 
berculosis alone the total deaths in the 
United States equal those from typhold 
fever, meningitis, smallpox, cancer, 


| measures, 


diabetes and appendicitis combined, 
and 99 pet cent of such cases are pre- 
ventable. Looking at it from. a purely 
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commercial standpoint, the United 
States suffer a loss in! the value of 
lives and time taken from work, an- 
nually, ameunting to $3,000,000,000. 
By the proper use of preventive 
he pointed out, within the 
last half century longevity has been 
increased in Prussia, where the great- 
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est progress has heen made in applied 
medical science, twenty-nine § years; 
England has similarly increased lon- 
gmevity sixteen vears and the United 
States fourteen vears. In Prussia ty- 
phoid fever has been practically erad- 
icated; the same thing can be done 
here, 

“While the doctrine of conservation 
as applied to forests and lands is oc- 
cupyving the public mind,” Mr. Slaton 
said, “let us not. fail to understand 
and appreciate the tremendous. possi- 
bilities that lie within the power of 
the physician in alleviating human 
suffering and extending the span of 
human life. Legislatures and govern- 
ments are beginning to understand ita 
importance and to assist by: the en- 
actment of wise laws, in the conserva- 
tion of life and health. It is such op- 
portunities as these, turned to good 
account, that magnify and exalt the 
medical profession,” 

Mr. Slaton, who, as a member of the 
general assembly, took prominent part 
in the creation of the state board of 
health, pointed to the valuable work 
that body is doing, and said it must 
unquestionably accomplish great good 
for the state, especially if the proper 
co-operation is given by the people 
to whom these benefits must accrue.

Q@ueen Louisiana, just before’ the 
casket was moved, left the rooms of 
the hotel, and, with a voice breaking 
with emotion, addressed the members 
of the Danish colony, who with a.large 
number of citizens of Hamburg § had 
assembled on the staircase. Her maj- 
esty reminded them of the pleasure her 
late husband had always found in vis- 
iting Hamburg and thanked them for 
their kindness and consideration since 
his death.

Washington, May 16.—One of the 
most complete anqg up-to-date electric 
automatic signal systems in operation 
on any railway in the world is to bé 
installed by the Southern railway on 
the important stretch of its Washing- 
ton-Atlanta main line lying between 
Denim, N. C., the first station north 
of Greensboro, and a point just south 
of Charlotte and embracing practically 
96 miles, nearly all of which is double 
track. Contract has been let and the 
work will be completed in the next 
few months. Not only will the signals 
be operated by electricity, but the 
same power will be used to light all 
stations, switch and signal lights be- 
tween Greensboro and Charlotte. 

One hundred and -sixteen three-posi- 
tion upper-qQuadrant automatic sig- 
nals, representing the very § latest 
product of engineering science, will be 
erected and So located that blocks will 
be approximately 2 miles in length.

In fact, I have never seen the best re- 
sults possible attained when more than 
ohne breed was used anywhere, unless 
a thoroughly posted old poultryman 
was in full charge of the business. 


Begin at the Bottom. 

Another grave error is often made 
in this way: People often start at the 
top instead of the bottom of this busi- 
ness. They begin with the nonsetters, 
buy a cheap incubator, hatch out a few 
chickens, attempt to raise them, and 
from a lack of knowledge of how to 
manage them, they all die. Had they 
begun at the bottom with a good, 
steady utility breed, they would have 
learned first the fundamental princi- 
ples of poultry culture, which kKnowl- 
edge would have enabled them to have 
gained the top of the ladder by put- 
ting their feet on one round at a 
time. Go slow in this business, take 
time to learn as you §0. This is the 
only sure road to success. 


To Feed for Eggs. 


W. D. Lee, Atlanta, Ga.—Uncle Dud- 
ley: I have some Brown Leghorns and 
I ‘only get about one-half as many 
eggs each day as I have hens. There 
is lots of green and tender Bermuda 
grass in my yard, and 1 think I feed 
them enough. Please tell me what 
kind of feed and about how much 
each should I give them to obtain 
better results. I am just a beginner; 
bought my stock about a month ago. 
Can I keep Indian Runner ducks in 
the same yard with chickens? And 
how many females can I keep to one 
drake? Also would a six-foot fence 
be high enough to hold them? 

Answer—The proper way (0 feed 
laying hens is to feed them in the 
morning: grain covered with straw, 
so that they will have to scratch to 
get it, and keep before them all day 
long a dry mash, such as you can buy 
prepared at McMillan & Co.'s, Atlanta, 
Ga. They sell what is Known as 
“(Chicken Chowder.” which is an ex- 
cellent dry mash. In the evening feed 
grain again. 

Keep fresh water, oyster shells, 
charcoal and grit before them, togeth- 
er with the green food which you Say 
that you are giving them, and I see 
no reason why you should not get 
with this treatment an abundance of 
eggs. 

You cannot Keep ducks and chick- 
ens in the same yard. Ducks have no 
crops, and their gizzards are not made 
to grind hard grain... They should be 
fed on soft food exclusively. Chick- 
ens can grind their food in their giz- 
zards. Ducks cannot. You can Keep 
about four ducks with one drake, The 
Indian Runner duck will not be able 
to get over a wire fence three feet 
high. Leghorns can easily fly over 
a six-foot fence. 


Which Is the Best Breed?f 


In reading over the northern poultry 
journals that have recently come to my 
desk, I was somewhat surprised when 
I noticed so many editorials and com- 
munications that were addressed to or 
which alluded to those who were about 
to engage in the poultry business. 

I have been wondering if our tidal 
wave of beginners had floated north- 
ward. It seems to me that the indi- 
eations are that it has. Then, judg- 
ing from letters that have _ recently 
come to me and also from the great 
number of people who have told me 
that they were about to engage in the 
poultry business, I am forced to the 
conclusion that this tidal wave, in- 
stead of diminishing, is really on the 
increase. 

Among the first things that a be- 
ginner wishes to Know is which is the 
best breed to use. I have answered 
this question a great Many times, and? 
yet there are some things concerning 
important matter that I do not 

member ever having said _ before. 

here are, as everybody knows, a large 
Mumber of varieties of fowls bred in 
this country. Chickens from. every 
country in the world are bred in Amer- 
ica, and each one of these breeds dif- 


perament, in color, in shape, and then 
in the work that they perform. 


Wide Differences. 

Some of them are sober, steady- 
going, gentle, not easily excited, and 
by nature endowed with the ability to- 
adapt themselves quickly to their en- 
vironments. Others are entirely dif- 
ferent. They are nervous, easily ex- 
cited and find it difficult to become 
content with their surroundings. The 
gentle breeds are content when placed 
in smal! runs. The others are restless 
in close quarters. The Asiatic repre- 
sents one extreme, and the Mediter- 
raneans the other of those characteris- 
tics. 

Almost always, those who wish to 
commence to breed poultry overlook 
the important facts given above, and 
_. only of the final results that they 
esire to bring about. They fail to 
study well the conditions by which 
they are surrounded and that are 
fixed; and then the characteristics of 
the different breeds of fowls that they 
wish to use. This frequently results 
in the selection of a breed that would 
give good results almost anywhere else 
except in the place that is chosen for 
them. It is, therefore, absolutely es- 
sential that these extremes in both 
cases should be thoroughly looked into 
and harmonized, or failure is a cer- 
tainty. 

How Conclusions Are Formed. 

When it is published in the papers 
that someone, perhays in the north, 
has made a wonderful record with a 
bunch of White Leghorns—broken the 
egg record and thereby pulled in what 
we all want, a good crop of dollars— 
the man who is about to start out as 
x breeder of poultry at once concludes 
that this is the breed that he should 
use. (‘onditiong and characteristics 
are laid aside. He spends a nice sum 
of money for a bunch of Leghorns, and 
conditions and characteristics fail to 
harmonize: the egg product is far be- 
low the record, he becomes disgusted 
with the poultry btsiness, when hée 
should really be with himself; quits 
and injures the industry 

I hd@ve never in my life seen a bunch 
of Leghorns give the best results in 
the back yard of a town Iot. I have 
never seen them fail, when properly 
cared for, on a poultry farm. I have 
never seen a bunch of any variety of 
fowls that had Asiatic blood in their 
veins fail to give good results when 
properly cared for, when confined to 
small quarters. I have never once seen 
good results produced when two or 
more breeds were kept in a small yeee, |

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WHY SUGAR TRUST 
WAS ORGANIZED 


Witness Admits Combine Was 
Formed Because of Strong 
Competition. 


New York, May 16.—How and why 
the so-called “‘sugar trust” was formed 
was told today before the special ex- 
aminer in the government's dissolution 
suit by Julius A. Stursber, formerly 
secretary of the Brooklyn Refining 
Company, who was called as a witness 
by the government. Strong competi- 
tion was the reason assigned by Mr. 
Stursberg. He said the “trust” agree- 


/; ment was brought about through con- 


ferences which John E. Searles, of the 
Brooklyn Refining Company, had with 
officers of the other companies. 

Mr. Stursberg said that afttr the 
first agreement had been entered 
into in 1885,all refineries were closed 
down for ten days to reduce the over- 
production of sugar. 

“Did negotiations to form the sugar 
refineries company follow that shut- 
down?” asked the district attorney. 

“NO, Sir.” answered the witness; 
“red-hot war followed.” 

“And after the ‘red-hot 
prompted the district attorney. 

“Bad business.”’ 

“When did you commence on the 
conference that ended by the formation 
of the sugar refineries company?” 

“In the spring of 1887.” 

“How was the ‘trust’ 
brought about?’ 

“By Mr. Searles, of our company, 
seeing the officers and owners of other 
companies.”’

Washington, May 16.—(Special.)—-A 
scheme by which the democrats of the 
senate can pass the Underwood bills

licans. They propose that such a 
number wil] absent themselves when 
the wote is taken as will enable the 
democrats to outvote the progressive 
republicans and pass their bill. 

The result of such absenteeism will 
be to put up to President Taft tariff 
bills which will give him another 
bunch of vetoes affecting the high cost 
of living to explain in the approaching 
Campaign. 

The regulars figure that the pres!- 
dent would find it difficult expaining 
to republican audiences a veto of the 
turiff for revenue bills ef the demo- 
crats than quasi-protective tariff bills 
such as a combination of democrats 
and progressives would put up to him. 

The progressive republicans are now 
seeking to convince the regulars that 
regardless of who is nominated, it 
will ‘be bad politics for the party 
to have more vetoes to explain.

attle, Washington. Out of a total of 
S05 votes cast Dr. Matthews received 
118, 463 being necessary to elect. 

Other nominees and the votes cast 
for them were: The Rev Jameg G. K. 
McClure, president of the MeCormick 
Theological seminary, Chicag@, 157: 
the Rev. Dr. Frank W. Sneed, of Pitts- 
burg, 132, and the Rev. Dr. J. Frank 
Smith, of Dallas, Texas, 98. 

A gavel, composed of wood of Cen- 
ter College, Ky., the log cabin in which 
Lincoln was born; ash from the home 
of Henry Clay, a paper weight from 
the desk of John M. Harlan and a piece 
of mahogany from Sandomingo was 
presented to the moderator by Dr. 
Irwin, pastor of the Fourth church 
in this city. 

Dr. Matthews was born at Calhoun, 
Ga., in 1867. He wag ordained in 1887, 
in the same year built the first Pres- 
byterian church in his home town. He 
held pastorates in Dalton, Ga., and 
Jackson, Tenn., removing to Washing- 
ton in 1902. His Seattle congrega- 
tion is said to be the largest Presby- 
terian congregation in the world. Dr. 
Matthews, who is known ag the “tall 
pine of the Sierras,” is 6 feet 4 inches 
tall and weighs less than 150 pounds. 

Election of the moderator over- 
shadowed in interest only the sermon 
of the retiring moderator, the Rev. 
John F. Carson, of Brooklyn, who de- 
clared that the church is the living, 
vital force it hag been through the 
ages, warning that danger lies not in 
too little practical Christianity, but in 
uesgsect of its “spliritua] functions,” 

Consideration of the set reports of 
the various boards and committees of 
the assembly will come later in the 
session, though the report of the per- 
manent committee on temperance was 
made public today.

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Ships Cause of Contest.

Washington, May 16.—(Special.)—In 
the following language today Repre- 
' sentative William C. Adamson, of Geor- 
gia, opened one of the biggest legisla- 
tive fights for the present session of 
congress: 


! “The Panama canal has been built by 


the American people at an enormous 
expense. It will be run for the first 
few years at a loss. If any steamship 
lines have claims to make for special 
concessions, they must postpone them 
until the people determine what sort 
of a business proposition they have,” 

This wag the keynote of Mr. Adam- 
son’s speech opening the debate on the 
bill for the opening of the canal, 
the. regulation of tolls and the gov- 
ernment of the canal zone. — 

Mr. Adamson is chairman of the in- 
terstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee, which drafted the bill. He was 
replying to the argument of many re- 
publicans in favor of remitting tolls of 
American ships in the coastwise trade, 
which the bill does not do. 

It developed today that a bitter fight 
ig to come within a few days on the 
provision of the bil] which prohibits all 
railroads in this country from owning 
Or controlling either wholly or in 
part any steamships with which “they 
do or may compete.” The effect of toils 
provision is practically to prohibit rail- 
roads from owning steamships. Al- 
though carrier in the canal] bill, this 
section ig sweeping and does not re- 
late only to ships using the canal. 

So great is the opposition to this 
Plan that Mr. Adamson decided this 
afternoon to offer an amendment 
changing it slightly with the hope of 
gaining support for it. His amendment 
will give the interstate commerce com- 
mission the final determination of the 
question ag to what ships are violat- 
ing the law. The commission may act 
on its own initiative or at the request 
of the steamship lines or of a shipper. 
The commission is also given general 
authority to regulate rates through 
the canal, just as it regulates railorad 
rates. 

Mr. Adamson’'s speech this afternoon 
caused a flurry in the house. Repre- 
sentative Ebenezer Hill, of Connecti- 
cut, @ republican, interrupted him to 
ask: ’ 

“Will not this bill permit Canadian 
ships owned by railroads to use the 
Panama canal and prevent American 
ships owned by railroads from using 
iT 

“Perhaps it will,” snapped Mr. Adam- 
son, “but this provision is broad. It 
reaches al] railroad-owned ships. We 
are not dealing with international 
questions in this bill. I will be glad to 
take that question up separately at a 
later time, but not in this bill.’ 

“But it does grant a privilege to 
Canadian ships,’ insisted Mr. Hill. 

“It grants no privileges,” said Mr. 
Adamson. “On the contrary, it pro- 
hibits railroadg in the United States 
from owning steamships. Congress 
only has control over American ships 
and American ratflroads.” 

Several members shouted that they 
would not vote for this section. 

“IT don't care whether vou vote 
it or not,” shouted the Georgian.

It is 
freely predicted that developments of 
advantage to the sharehoiders of Ca- 
nadian Pacific and Sears-Roebuck are 
impending,. but the sentimental value 
of these stocks on the rest of the list 
may be set down as inconsiderabie.

Unload- 
ing by the most conspicuous leaders 
on the bull side of the market had 
continued beyond any expectation, and 
apparently had exhausted all the buy-

Richest on Record 


New Orleans, May. 16,—The two 
masked bandits who early yesterday 
morning held up the fast New York 
limiteq train of the New Orleans and 
Northeastern railroad near Hatties- 
burg. Miss., made perhaps the richest 
haul in the history of train robberies. 

Today it is positively known that 
from the safe, which was blown open 
with nitroglycerin in the Southern 
Express car, the robbers secured more 
than thirty packages of currency, one 
of which contained more than $60,000, 
representing the monthly pay rolls 
of the New’ Orleans and Northeastern 
an- Alabama and Vicksburg railroads 
at Meridian and Hattiesburg. 

Total Booty Over $200,000. 

According to passengers on the train 
who returneg to “New Orleans today, 
Express Messenger Gray stated that 
one pacKage in the car contained 
$140,000. This the officials of the 
Southern Express Company deny, but 
the general belief is that the total 
booty secured exceeded $200,000. 

he railroad and express officials 
h given the order to spare no ex- 
pense in running down the robbers and 
a force of sleuths from two of the 
principal qetective agencies .of the 
country are pitted against each other 
in the effort to effect the capture of 
the men, Besides these detectives, 
special agents of the railroad com- 
pany and county officials in that sec- 
tion of Mississippi are bending every 
energy to capture the robbers and re- 
cover the loot. 

Work cf Professionals. 

The detectives are of the opinion 
that the robbery was the work of 
professional bandits ang members of 
the gang which has been operating 
in the south for several months past. 
The descriptions of the two men tal- 
ly with descriptions of the pair of 
highwaymen who held up the Mobile 
and Ohio passenger train near Corinth, 
Miss., in February and detectives are 
working on clews which indicate that 
the gang is composed of four men. 

Notwithstanding that the express 
car was not detacheg from the train 
and that every passenger was awaken- 
ed by the series ot explosions made 
bef@fe the safe door yielded, not a 
single passenger made any effort to 
stop the robbers’ operations. 

The conductor and baggagemaster 
are said to have run through the train 
begging for a revolver, but none could 
be found. A Mississippi national 
guardsman with an army rifle was on 
the train, but in the excitement he 
forgot his gun.

The president brought again the 
charge that Mr. Roosevelt, Senator 
Dixon, his campgign manager, and the 
democrats in the senate were respon- 
sible for the weakening of the British 
and French arbitration treaties. 

“I propose, however,” said the presi- 
dent, “whether in or out of office, to 
carry on the agitation for. those 
treaties. My experience in more than 
forty gtates of the union last year 
has convinced me that the American 
people are for the ratification of those 
treaties as they are.”’

he is subject to extreme emotional dis- 
turbances marked by loss of memory, 
which two alienists have diagnosed as 
hysterical insanity, one physician add- 
ing the alternative term of hysterical 
delirium, and the majofity opinion in- 
dicating that the attacks are hyster- 
ical attacks marked by emotional dis- 
turbances’ of brief duration with loss 
of memory during the attack and for 
a varying period following it. 
Accountable for His Crime. 

“The evidence, however, while clear- 
ly revealing these attacks, indicates 
that his crime was not committed by 
him during such an attack. Therefore, 
while there is some divergence of opin- 
ion among the alienists as to whether 
these attacks indicate actual insanity, 
there is sufficient ground for the con- 
clusion that he is accountable for his 
crime and that the exercise of ex- 
ecutive clemency in this instance 
would be contrary to the public good. 

“The affidavits and medical evidence 
as to Richeson’s unfavorable heredity, 
his lapses of consciousness and his at- 
tacks of delirium are too voluminous 
toincludeinthis statement and arenot 
suited to publication.

Richeson Doesn't Know. 


Richeson was not informed of the 
Overnor's decison tonight. His spir- 
tual adviser, the Rev. H. S. Johnson, 
and the prison chaplain, the Rev. H.
